Lfcte in November, em p loyes of the Gam e Com mission haul truck 
load» of ear corn to gam e feeders located in m ountain arnas difficult 
to reach when snow is deep . 
For most p eop le, however, the w inter 
gaiae feeding p rogram In this state begins afte r the December deer 
MCitHon. 
Then, sp ortsm en. Boy Scouts, rural mail ca rrie rs, and conservation- 
w inded individuals p lay a great p art in the feeding p rogram . H undreds 
at tons of grain, mostly yellow ear corn, p laced w here it will benefit 
wildlife the most, by Commission p ersonnel and a grea t num ber of co­ 
op erating group s and individuals. 
F arm ers esp ecially should be credited with contributing large quan­ 
tities of corn and other feed so that wildlife on their p rop erties does not 
lack essential sustenance in winter. 
Wildlife agencies in some other states do not advocate the w inter 
feeding of game, declaring tha t studies have show n tha t feeding m ak es 
wildlife dep endant on the artificial source of sup p ly. T hey contend tha t 
if this sup p ly is cut off, a greater m ortality would result than if feed­ 
ing w ere nev£ r started, tha t investigations turned up few cases w here 
a ctua l lack of feed was the direct cause of death to wildlife. P ennsy l­ 
vania gam e authorities believe that, when conditions w arra nt, a re a son­ 
able am ount of food should be p rovided certain wildlife beyond w hat 
these creatures can naturally obtain. 
For examp le, clean farm ing and crop changes have so dep leted the 
necessary food and cover for quail in Pennsylvania there has been a 
corresp onding decline in the bobwhite p op ulation in re re nt years. 
If 
these desirable little birds are to be held over w inter, they m ust be fed. 
Long-lying, heavy snows require that corn be sup p lied our wild 
turk ey s p articularly. O therw ise we stand to iose m any of these highly 
p rized gam e birds through m alnutrition in the critical w inter m ouths. 
E xcep t for the late November and the Decem ber storm s, last w inter 
w as not a bad one for wildlife in the Com monwealth. The severe w eather 
occurred when birds and anim als were fat, so p ossessed the vigor neces­ 
sary to w ithstand cold and a food shortage. 
S torm s of the same intenistv in late w inter bring death to m any 
wild creatures. The ice and wind storm s late in 19 50 actually p roved a 
boon to deer p articularly, because trees and other vegetation brought 
to earth sup p lied them much food that was otherw ise unreachable. 
Storm s or not. and even though other states faced with som ew hat 
different p roblems, do not favor sup p lem ental feeding, hum ane P enn­ 
sylvanians will mak e sure that wild c re atures do not suffer and 
hunte rs will p rotect their future sp ort. The Game Com m ission m ay be 
counted on to continue all reasonable gam e feeding m easures in ord er 
that the state’s wildlife may be brought safely through the p erilous 
w inter m onths hnd into another p roductive season. 


Quaker Sta te Beav er Sto ry 
To a considerable num ber of outdoorsm en eagerly aw aiting the late 
F eb ruary trap p ing season, beavers rep resent a valuable (ash crop : to 
m any other Pennsylvanians they offer the most interesting of all w ild­ 
life studies. 
Evidence of their wood cutting, dam -building and lodge or den m a k ­ 
ing tell of their wonderful sk ills and intriguing habits, but because they 
are usually night op erators and very wary, beavers are rarely seen or 
p hotograp hed. 
Dam s built by beavers w ithstand trem endous w ater p ressure. M a­ 
terials used in their construction are : tree trunk s, branches, leaves, 
mud, and stone. Called hydraulic engineers of the wild, “flat ta ils” act 
as N ature’s flood control agents by dam m ing up w aters at the head w aters 
of rivers, w here the trouble can best be check ed. 
These im p oundm ents have a p articular value to sp ortsm en, too. in 
tha t they p rovide nesting are as tor w ild duck s, whose cousins rest on 
the p onds during m igration flights. It 
k nown also, that shaded m oun­ 
tain stream dam s sp eed up the growth of brook trout. 
Many Pennsylvania citizens do not k now that beavers, the large st ro 
dent fur-bearers on the North A m erican Continent, were extinct in the 
K eystone state the late years of the last century. The Game Commission 
obtained and released 47 p airs of beavers into the Com m onwealth between 
19 17 and 19 24. T hese valuable fur anim als increased and sp read so rap idly, 
under p rotective laws and sound m anagem ent, that their num bers 
p erm itted a harvest as early as 19 34. Since then 33,057 beavers have 
been tak en in the state, at a value to trap p e rs of about thre e -qua rters 
of a million dollars.

Sno w sho e Rabbit Season Only Fair 
E arly estim ates indicate that the k ill of snow shoe rabbits (varying 
hares) in the season that op ened Decem ber 
2\ and ended New Y ear’s 
Day, was no better than that of the p revious season, if as high. 
Deep snows over most of the w hite rabbits' range, in the northern 
counties, again discouraged hunters and p ut short-legged hounds out 
of the running. Beagles p lunged and w orried through the snow, while 
the fast-traveling, wide-circling hare s m ade long, easy leap s on top of 
the soft w hite cover, held up by their broad, furred feet. 
In the op inion of gam e officials, the season of two years ago thinned 
the already low snow shoe rabbit p op ulation quite drastically. The bare 
ground then allowed fast trailing by any size hound and caused the 
w hite-furred hare to stand out in sharp contrast to the d ark back ground. 
G ame P rotectors rep ort, too, that m any snow shoe rabbits were 
w antonly shot by hunters in the ea rly days of the 19 51 deer season, 
w hen the ground was bare. T hese hares w ere usually left w here they 
fell, victim s of target p ractice and p oor sp ortsm anship . 
Check Stations as (>ame Kill B arom eters 
T hese November. 19 51, rep orts made by northea ste rn county gam e 
p rotectors, sup p ort the views of the Game Com m ission’s division office 
staff at Forty Fort, who state tha t the sm all gam e sup p ly iti that section 
last fall was excellent. 
Says officer E lder I>. Ramsey. L elyghton: “The following game 
count w as made at a check station set up for 3 hours on a highway in 
my d istrict on November 10, 19 51. H unters chock ed there num bered 172. 
T heir gam e bags revealed: 11 squirrels; 12 grouse; 29 rlngneck s; and 
73 rabbits. Total, 125 p ieces.” 
Game P rotector George A. Dieffenderfer, Wyoming, rep orts: “At a 
check station in my district on November 1st I k ep t a tally of gam e that 
cam e through in one hour in late afternoon. T otals w ere: 7 It* rabbits; 
140 ringneck s: 15 grouse; and 40 gray squirrels.” 
D ieffenderfer adds: “ Many ca rs containing threi1 or four hunte rs 
carried the daily limit of rabbits p er occup ant. 
Most of the ‘grip e rs’ 
adm itted that their em p ty bags did not indicate a scarcity of game, 
that they had p lenty of shooting but were unable to hit their ta rge ts.”

Obviously, full­ 
est law observance and enforce­ 
ment on the highways should be­ 
come the immediate objective of all 
states and cities." 
The newspapers' 19P2 traffic safe­ 
ty campaign .which has the full 
endorsement of all of the state 
press and publishers’ organisations, 
will seek to educate both drivers 
and pedestrians in the causes of 
accidents. The No. I target will be 
speeding drivers, whose violations 
of traffic laws cause half of the 
automobile deaths In a number of 
states. All safety organizations are 
urging 
stringent 
action 
against 
speeders. Another primary target 
will be drinking drivers, who also 
kill thousands of Americans every 
year and often escape punishment 
with "slap-on-the-wrist" fines that 
merely encourage 
similar viola­ 
tions. according to Mr. Boate.

Then, sportsmen, Boy Scouts, rural mail carriers, and conaervatlon- 
mladed Individuals play a great part In the feeding pros:ram. Hundreds 
of tons of grain, mostly yellow ear corn, placed where it will benefit 
Wildlife tbs most, by Commission personnel and a great number of co­ 
operating groups abd Individuals. 
Farmers especially should be credited with rontributing large quan­ 
tities of corn and other feed so that wildlife on their properties does not 
laps essential sustenance in winter. 
Wildlife agencies in some other states do not advocate the winter 
feeding of game, declaring that studies have shown that reeding makes 
wildlife dependant on the artificial source of supply. They contend that 
lf this supply is cut off, a greater mortality would result than if feed­ 
ing Were newer started, that investigations turned up few eases where 
ac taal lack of feed was the direct cause of death to wildlife. Pennsyl­ 
vania game authorities believe that, when conditions warrant, a reason­ 
able amount of food should be provided certain wildlife beyond what 
those creatures eau naturally obtain. 
For example, clean farming and crop changes have so depleted the 
Ubceasary food and cover for quail in Pennsylvania there has been a 
corresponding decline In the bobwhite population in recent years. 
If 
these desirable little birds are to he held over wintry, they must be fed. 
Long-lying, heavy snows require that corn be supplied our wild 
tirheys particularly. Otherwise we stand to lose many of these highly 
prised game birds through malnutrition in the critical winter mouths. 
Except for the late November and the December storms, last winter 
Waa not a bad one for wildlife in the Commonwealth. The severe weather 
occurred when birds and animals were fat. so possessed the vigor neces- 
aary to withstand cold and a food shortage. 
/ 
Storms of the same Intenisty in late winter bring death to many 
wild creatures. The Ice and wind storms late in 1950 actually proved a 
boon to deer particularly, because trees and other vegetation brought 
bu earth supplied them much food that was otherwise unreachable. 
Storms or bot. and even though other states faced with somewhat 
different problems, do not favor supplemental feeding, humane Penn­ 
sylvanians Will make sure that wild creatures do not suffer and 
banter* will protect their future sport. The Game Commission may be 
counted on to continue ail reasonable game feeding measures in Order 
that the mate's wildlife may be brought safely through the perilous 
winter months and into another productive season. 
Quaker Slate Beaver Story 
To a considerable number of outdoorsmen eagerly awaiting the late 
February trapping season, beavers represent a valuable cash crop: to 
/natty other Pennsylvanians they offer the most interesting of all wild­ 
life studies. 
Evidence of their wood cutting, dam-building and lodge or den m ak­ 
ing tell of their wonderful skills and intriguing habits, but because they 
are usually night operators and very wary, beavers are rarely seen or 
photographed. 
Dams built by beavers withstand tremendous water pressure. Ma­ 
terials used In their construction are: tree trunks, branches, leaves, 
mud, and mons. Called hydraulic engineers of the wild. "fiat tails’* act 
aa Nature's flood control agents by damming up waters at the headwaters 
of riven, where the trouble can best be checked. 
These Impoundments have a particular value to sportsmen, too. in 
that tbay provide nesting areas for wild ducks, whose cousins rest on 
the ponds daring migration flights. It Is known also, that shaded moun­ 
tain stream dams speed up the fu-owth of brook trout. 
Many Pennsylvania citixens do not know that beavers, the largest ro­ 
dent fur-bearers on the North American Continent, were extinct in the 
Keystone state the late years of the last century. The Game Commission 
Obtained and raleased 47 pairs of beavers into the Commonwealth between 
1917 and 1124. These valuable fur animals increased and spread so rapidly, 
under protective laws and sound management, that their numbers 
permitted a harvest as early as 1934. Since then 33,057 heavers have 
been taken In the state, at a value to trappers of about three-quarters 
of a million dollars. 
Optimistic QeaJI Note 
Game Protector Harold E. Russell, of Blain. Perry County, reports 
that, “Most hunters were pleased at the number of coveys of quail they 
Unshed In this section during the 1951 small game season. I observed 
bobwhites In practically every part of my district last fall.” 
Moowshoe Rabbit He*sun Only Fair 
Early estimates Indicate that the kill of snowshoe rabbits (varying 
bar#*) in the season that opened December 24 and elided New Year’s 
Day, was no better than that of the previous season, if as high. 
Deep snows over most of the white rabbits’ range, in the northern 
counties, again discouraged hunters and put short-legged hounds out 
pf the running. Beagles plunged and worried through the snow, while 
the fast-traveling, wide-circling hares made long, easy leaps on top of 
the soft white cover, held up by their broad, furred feet. 
In the opinion of game officials, the season of two years ago thinned 
the already low snowshoe rabbit population quite drastically. The bare 
ground then allowed fast trailing by any size hound and caused the 
White-furred hare to stand out in sharp contrast to the dark background. 
Game Protectors report, too. that many snowshoe rabbits were 
wantonly Shot by hunters in the early days of the 1951 deer season, 
when the ground was bare. These harps were usually left where they 
fell, victims of target practice and poor sportsmanship. 
Chack Stations as Game Kill Barometers 
These November, 1951, reports made by northeastern county game 
protectors, support the views of the Game Commission’s division office 
staff at Forty Fort, who stkte that the small game supply iti that section 
last fall waa excellent. 
Says officer Elder D. Ramsey. Lehighton: “The following game 
count was made at a check station set up for 3 hours on a highway in 
my district on November IO, 1951. H unters checked there numbered 172. 
Their game bags revealed: ll squirrels; 12 grouse: 29 ringnecks; and 
72 rabbits. Total, 115 pieces.” 
Game Protector George A. Dleffenderfer, Wyoming, reports: "At a 
check station In my district on November 1st I kept a tallv of game that 
came through in one hour in late afternoon. Totals were: 710 rabbits; 
lid ringnecks; 15 grouse; and 40 gray squirrels.” 
Dleffenderfer adds: “Many cars containing throe or four hunters 
carried the dally limit df rabbits per occupant. Most of the ‘gripers’ 
admitted that their empty hags did not Indicate a scarcity of game, 
that they had plenty of shooting but were unable to hit their targets."
